Dr. Martin Murphy, the govern. 
nent inspeeting engineer, has just re- 
turned from Saskatoon, Since his 
{ast visit here he drove from Edmon- 
ton to Saskatoon on the new G, T. 
P, grade inspecting it. To a Bulletin 
representative this morning he stated 
the grade was ia excellent condition 
throughout, 

Questioned concerning the progress 
of the railway Dr. Muphy stated that 
tack laying has been already. com- 
pleted for a, distance 200 miles west 
of Portage la Prairie. At Saskatoon 
there are rails and ties sufficient for 
60 miles, ready to be shipped east to 
continue this track laying. 

“Tt is expected,” he said, ‘that the 


line will be laid to Saskatoon this 
autumn. 
“Thenee to Kdmonton,” continued
